It seems that on October 9, 1871, a 
certain cow belonging to a certain Mrs. Kate O’Leary 
did some $168 million of damage to a certain city 
named Chicago by merely kicking over a tiny little 
oil lantern. 250 people were killed and 17, 430 build- 
ings were destroyed because the city was unprepared 
for a fire.

A lot of that is con- | 
stant training and re-training. Chief Don Poole is the 
Chief Training Officer and he says, “We have a basic 
200 hour minimum standard course with a continu- 
ing education program. Our daily scheduled training 
includes use of equipment, rescue problems, life saving 
first aid, hose practice, ladder work and experience 
on live fires.” 

“The role of the contemporary firefighter is really 
quite a contrast from the legendary fireman of the 
past,” says Don. “We are trained to combat and 
suppress any type of fire, however, our main goal 
and devotion is not to fight fires, but to prevent them.” 

"That is where our employees come in,” says Al 
Hogan who directs the “Fire Prevention” program. 
“Many of our employees have been instructed in the ) 
proper use of fire extinguishers. When a small fire has 
broken out, it is our employees who have prevented 
it from turning into a major fire by contacting us and 
containing it with the proper extinguisher until we 
arrive. Careful smoking habits, proper storage of equip- 
ment and safe handling of flammable liquids are also 
areas where employees can help.” 

We are fortunate to have such an outstanding fire 
protection and fire prevention program here at Walt 
Disney World. Each of us is a part of that team work- 
ing with the Reedy Creek Improvement District Fire 
Department. Inspect your working areas and look for 
fire hazards and report them to your supervisor.
